recogniſance, obligation oʒ other wyſe. All and ſinguler thoſe foꝛfaitutes

tamentes to be ſolde by their erecutours,as wellto and foz the paimentes 
of their debtes,perfourmance of their legacies neceſſary,# conuenient fin- 
dinge of their wines, vertuous bꝛinginge vp. and aduauncement of they? 
childzento mariage, as alſo fo2 other charitable deedes to be done and ere- 
rated by their erecutours foz the health oftheirſoules. And notwythſtan- 
ding. ſuch truſte andconfidence ſo by them put in their ſayd executours it

And that the ſame iuſtices ſhould 
here and determine them al well at the lute of the kinge as of the party, as 
of olde time hath bene vſed,as by the ſame ſtatute playnly appereth, And 
where at the parliament holden at Meſtmunſter in the z. yere of the reigne 
of kynge Henty the.v.it was recited,that the commons of the realme had 
oftentumes complained them in diuers parliaments pfthat,that diuerg ov 
dinaries take fo: the pꝛobation of teſtamentes and other thynges therun⸗ 
to belongynge, lometime.xl.s.ſometime.ix.s.and ſometime moze agaynſte 
ryght and Juſtice, where in the time of kinge Edwarde the. ii men were 
wonte to pay fo2 ſuch cauſes but.ii,s.vi.02.v.s.at the moſte by whiche vn⸗ 
lawfull cractions the teſtamentes of the teſtatours might not teerecuted 
actoꝛding fo their laſt willes. Jt was then enacted fozy auoyding of ſuch 
oppꝛeſſions, that no ozdinary fro thencefozth ſhould take foz the pꝛobation 


of any teſtament and inuentozpe oꝛ foz any other thynges to the ſame be⸗ 


longing any mote than was accuſtomed and vled in the time of the ſayde

w ſhould be ſuffered oz allowed. And that the perticulcr bodies 02 goods 
of any of the ſayd wardens oz inhabirauntes beyrg condemned in any of 
the ſayde actions ſhoulde and myghte be put in execution after ſuche mas 
ner and fourme as is vſed in actione of dett by courſe of the common law 
of this realme. And mozeouer it was enacted that all clothes of wozſtedeg 


ſaies and ſtamins made within ary of p ſaid townes of L inne and greaf 


Permouth oz ſuburbes of the ſame oꝛ any of thẽ and marked with luche 
markes as ſhoulde be limitted to the makers by the ſayde wardens ofthe 
ſayd towne in maner and fourme as is aboue ſayde. And viewed and ſeg- 
led by any of the wardeines of the ſayd townes ol Lin and Hermouth in 
fourme remẽbꝛed, by foꝛce and vertue of the ſaid act might be tawfully put 
to ſale by the owners and makers ofthe ſame without any other marking 
oz ſealing vppon the ſame clothes,02 vppon any of them to be had oz made 
of oz vppon any of the ſapd clothes fox lacke of any other ſcales oz mattzes. 
Anpthinge conteined in the layde. vu. yete of kingc Edwarde the fourthe 
to the contrary not withſtanding. And jouer this it was enacted that eue⸗ 
ty craftesman of the ſayd miſterpe and occupacton of werſtede makinge, 
dwellynge within anyethe ſayde townes of Lyrne and Permouth and 
ſuburbes of the ſame at theyz owne free wuls and libertyes from thenſe 
loꝛthe fozeuer myghte haue and take appꝛentice 02 apzentices beyng male, 
of the age of.xviiii. yeres and vpwarde a berrg the kinges natural ſubut⸗ 
tes. fo terme of. vii. yeres and not vnder lo that none of them extede the 
num bꝛe ot two at ones to lerne vbſe and exertiſe the ſayde craſte with in 
eyther of the ſaide two townes of Lyn aud greate permeuthe and ſubur⸗ 
bes of the ſame. All bee it the father of the ſapd appꝛentice 02 appt# 
tices mighte not erpend in landes and tenemẽtes to tbe perely value ol tt. 
HUE acte oʒ 02dinaunce to the contrary made ozto be made not withſ- 


ge. 
C Ptoulided alway that p ſame act noz any thing therein contained your 
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not in any wyſe behurfefull oz pzetadiciall to the mayze of Aoꝛ wich, oꝛ to 
his ſuccelſoz to the wardenes of the ſapd citye oz cotity,oz to their ſucteſ⸗ 
ſzs,in any poincte,article,power,oz auctozity, other tha foꝛ weauing,(er- 
chinge,and ſealing ofthe wozſtedes, layes, and ſtamins, made oz to bee 
made onely wit hin the ſayd towne of Linne and Parmouth,oz ſuburbes 
of the ſame, oꝛ to any ol them. And foz 1 of markes to the markers 
ol woꝛſteds, ſayes and ſtamines, onely in ed in either the layde tow⸗ 
nes oz ſuburbes therof,and taking of appzentices in fourme aboue remem 
bzed.; But that the ſayde Maire of the (ayde citye of Nozwiche,and war: 
deines of the ſame citye and countye and euery of them mighte haue and 
vſe all other poinctes, articles, powers, and auctozities conteined and ſpe- 
cifiedin the aboue remembyed acte,made inthe ſayd ſeuenth pere of kynge 
Edwarde the fourthe, as well foz the ſerche, ſealinge, cozrection, & refoz- 
mation of the ſayd wardeins, de wly to be electe by vertue ofthe ſame act 
and euery of them, accozding and after ſuch fourme as they might doe oz 
vſe.any of the ſayd wardene of the ſayd City oz county,by foꝛte of the ſayd 
acte made in the ſapd.vii.yere of kinge Edward the fourth,as all and cue 
xp other enqueries, cozrections, ſerchinges, ſealinges, and refozmacions . 
to be had foz trewe makinge of wozſtedes, ſayes, and ſtamins, in and v⸗ 
n any perſon oz perſons,as well within the lapd to wnes of Linne and 
atmouth. as without, without trouble, let oz verationof any of the ins 
habitantes of the ſayde towns, in as large a ample wiſe as they myghte 
haue done befoze the making of the ſayde acte, any thinge conteined in the 
lame acte to the contrary notwithſtandinge. | 
Ind alſo it was further pꝛouided and enacted.that the ſayd crafts me 
of woꝛſtede weauers. inhabited oꝛ after that to be inhabited, within either 
ofthe ſayd townes of Linne and Parmouth,oz ſuburbes of the ſame,and 
the marchauntes oz any other perſon oz perſons. which ſhoulde happen to 
bye of the ſame crafts men, oz any of tue, oʒ of any other perſon, any of the 
ſaide clothes of woꝛſtedes, ſaieg, ſtamins, made oꝛ to be made within ey⸗ 
ther of the ſapde townes of Linne and Parmouth, and ſealed bythe layd 
wardens of the ſame townes to be elect and lwoꝛne as is afozeſayd. | 
And any of them ſhould not ſhire,die,o2 put in colour,oz kalender aup 
woꝛſtedes, ſtamins, oz ſayes,made oz after that to be made within eyther 
ofthe ſayd townes of Linne and Parmouth , 02 ſuburbes of the ſame, in 
any other place oꝛ places, but only within the ſayde Citye of Nozwiche oz 
luburbeg of the ſame, vpon peine of foxfayture of euery peece of no0zſtede 
ſayes, 02 ſtamins, to be made within anxe of the ſayde townes of Lynne 
and Parmouth , oꝛ ſuburbes of the ſame, 02 the value thert ol, ſhoꝛne, died 
coloured, oz kalendꝛed, by anye cf the ſayde traftes men, byers, oꝛ mar, 
chauntes,in any other place oz plates than in the ſayde Citye of Noz wich 
02 ſuburbes of the ſame, the one halfe thereoftobe to þ king our ſoueraign 
lozde, and the other halfe to ſuche perſon oz perſons as ſhoulde ſeaſe the 
ſame, ſothat the ſayde wozltedes bzought to the ſapde citye of Nozwichs 
ti. o bee 
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to be ſhoꝛne died, coloured, and kalendzed without couine oꝛ craſte o any 
of the ſaid inhabitauntes and machauntes might be h oꝛne, died, coloured 
and kalendzed, at and by as conueniente pꝛice oz pꝛices, a in as redye wile 
as the layde inhabitauntes of either ol the ſayde townes of Lin, and Bar⸗ 
mouthe and marchauntes, byers of the ſayde oꝛſtedes, oz other of the 
ſayde citte and countye had in times paſte o2 after that ſhoulde haue and 
alſo that the ſame inhabitauntes and marchauntes,and euery ol them lo 
bunging the ſaid woꝛſtedes to the lame citie to bee ſhozne, died, coloured, 
and kalendꝛed, were reaſonably and lawfully entreated, at coꝛdinge to the 
ſayde acte made in the ſayde .vit. yere of kinge Ed warde the fourthe and 
the oꝛdinaunces made and affermed, oꝛ hereafter to be made and affirmed 
fo: the ſayde miſtery without lett oꝛ diſturbance contrary to the ſame act, 
92 oꝛdinaunces in that behalfe, 

¶ And it was further enacted that no perſon oz petſons at any time after 
that ſhould conuey oz tranſpo:te into any of the partyes of beyond the ſea, 
any maner of clothes of woꝛſtedes befoz the ſame clothes were ſhozne,db 
ed, coloured, and kalendꝛed vpon peyne ok fozfaiture the value therof, the 
one halte to the king our ſoueraygn loꝛd and the other halle thereof to the 
partye that will ſue thereof by action oz playnte of dette in any of the kin- 
ges courtes:Jn which action oꝛ ſute, no pꝛotection oz eſſopne ſhould bea⸗ 
lowed,noz the offendour admttted to wage his law as by the ſaid act ther 
of made moze plamly appearcthe whiche acte was made to endute vnto⸗ 
nert parliament whereby it is now expired. 

C In conſideracion wherok and fozas muche as the ſame acte is a good ⸗ 
à neteſſarie act fo2 their true making ot woꝛſtedes ſaies and ſtaming and 
very cõmodious and pꝛofit able fox the encreaſe of the ſayd townes of Her 
mouth and Linne. Beit therfoze enacted by the bing our ſoueraigne lezds 
and the loꝛdes ſpiri ail and tempozall, and the commons in this pꝛeſente 
parliament aſſembled, that the ſame acte and cuerye article ſentence, and 
pꝛouiſion therein contained fromthe firſt day of this pzeſent parliament be 
and ſtand in ful ſtrengthe, vertue, and effecte,,and to endure vnto the la 
ende of the nerte parliament, any thinge in the:ſame acte contained to the 
contrary not withſtanding, |
